FAIRBANKS, Alaska, April i2.—The 


Fairbanks expedition. ta Mount McKin- 
ley, the tallest peak in North America, 
reached the summit April 3 after a 
climb of one month from the base, it 
was announced. 


No traces of Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s| 


alleged ascent was found. 

Thomas Lloyd, leader of the expedi- 
tion, arrived here last night. His com- 
panions were Daniel Petterson, W. R. 
Taylor and Charles McGonnigle and 


all reached the top of the great moun- | 


tain. 

The expedition, which left Fairbanks 
Dec. 15, while the controversy over Dr. 
Cook's disputed ascent was still rag- 
ing, was financed by August Peterson 
and William McPhee of this city. The 
plan was to go into camp en the moun- 
tain as high as possible and, about the 
middle of May, make a dash for the 
summit. The obstactes encountered 
were not so great as had been pre- 
dicted. 

Four camps were established ‘uring 
the ascent and a trail was blazed all 
ths way to the crest. Up to 12,000 feet, 
the climbing did not present unusual 
difficulties... For the next 4000-feet the 
way led over a steep ice field, which at 
first seemed to forbid further progress, 
but through which-upon. exploratien it 
was found possible to locate a path. 

The final dash to the top was made 
from the 16,000-foot camp. 

Mount McKinley terminates in twin 
peaks of equal height, one somewhat 
rounded and covered with snow, the 
other composed of bare and wind-swept 
rocks. On the rock peak the Fairbanks 
climbers placed an American flag in a 
monument ef stones. 

The expedition, which .was provided 
with Dr. Cook’s maps and boek, en- 
deavored te follow his supposed route, 
but utterly failed to verify any part of 
his stery of an ascent. 


Critics and friends of Dr. Cook re- 
garded the possibility of his having 
reached the summit ef Mount McKinley 
as his last hold on fame as an ex- 
plorer. After the Copenhagen scien- 
tists had officially declared Cook’s rec- 
ords did not prové he had reached the 
North Pele, the debate over his Mount 
McKinley feat was renewed vigorously. 


Cook’s declaration that he had reached: 


the summit and his story of the 
achievement in. book form were openly 
challenged by scientists. 

Dr. Cook offered, soon after his St. 
Louis lecture, to finance an expedition 
to the top of the mountain and go in 
person to prove he had scaled it before.

| campaign, she told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday at the Hotel Jefferson. 
She lectured under the auspices of the 
newly organized St. Louis suffrage as- 
sociation—born, but not yet christened— 
Monday night at the Wednesday Club, 
en “The Economic Condition 
Women.”’ 

The niece of Matthew Arnold, the sis- 
ter of Mrs. Humphrey Ward and the 
granddaughter of England’s mest fam- 
ous educators Dr. Thomas Arnold of 
Rugby, Miss Arnold inevitably took te 
letters. One eof her essays, on “The 
Feminist Novel-in Europe,” was delivy- 
ered by her_in New York, and the suf- 
fragists-found it an arsenal of ammu- 
nition for their cause. Miss Arnold 
read it before several’ equal suffrage 
clubs, ang finally, expunging most ef the 
literary criticism, converted it into a 
frank suffragetist plea and changed its 
name to “The Progress of Women in 
Eurepe.”’ She has become ‘one of the 
leaders in the suffragist, as opposed to 
the suffragette, party. 


No volatile, hysterical] creature, yearn- 
ing for martyrdom, is Miss Arnold. She 
would no sooner think of pitting her 
physical strength against that of a po- 
liceman in a street fight, or ef scam- 
pering up a roof to drop missiles 
through the skylight upon a Cabinet 
member, or of taking her food through 
a nasal tube, than she would of split- 
ting an infinitive or dropping an “H.” 
Her suffragism is of the intellect, not 
of the emotions; of the head, net of 
the heart. 

She speaks of Mrs. Pankhurst, the 
English militant suffragette, with a de- 
ploring shake of the head and a regret- 
ful shrug of the shoulders. “One can- 
not help admiring Mrs. Pankhurst,” 
she says, “for her daring and devotion, 
but her judgment is so very unfortn- 
nate. We should have had an equal 
suffrage bill béfore Parliament at the 
last session, had it not been for the 
militant indiscretions of Mrs. Pankhurst 
and her followers.”

Monday night. 
William Schotten, business man $ and 
lover of good music, says it is the “‘dog- 
show public’ that doesn’t appreciate 
good music in St. Louis. 

“I subscribed $10 to the dog show my- 
self,’ Schotten told the members of 
the Symphony Soctety,’’ and $100 to the 
symphony fund. It is a shame the way 
the St. Louis Symphony Society is being 
supported, compare ith a dog show. 
There is no trouble wiui the masses. 
There have been so many at some of 
the concerts that all could not get into 
the buiiding. A symphony orchestra 
is not supported anywhere by the office 
receipts for concerts.’’ 

Not Fault of Orchestra, 


‘Tl suppose the deficit of $17,000 means 
there is a failure some place,’ Mrs. W. 
A. McCandless, who was elected a vice- 
president of the society Monday night, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘but I 
can not regard the society as-a failure. 
Business men may declare it a failure, 
but it certainly is not the fault of the 
general public or the orchestra. I think 
the Symphony Orchestra is a grand 
success and should be given every en- 
couragement. Just what the element is 
that’s lacking I don’t know.” : 

Mrs. McCandless is the first woman 
ever honored by ‘being made a vice- 
president of the Symphony Society. 

E. R. Kroeger takes an optimistic 
view of the situation. Kroeger remind- 
ed the society that the New York Pnhil- 
harmonic Orchestra, one of the oldest 
in the country, recently hada deficit of 
$70,000. | 

“The guaranty fund which Hanford 
Crawford is arranging,’ Kroeger said 
Tuesday, ‘will clear the situation for 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra.”’ 

Capt. Robert McCulloch who presided 
at the annual ‘meeting, said Tuesday 
that the executive committee were g0o- 
ing after money to make up the deficit 
immediately.

Rumor That He'll Be Traded 
Is Denied by Owner of 
the Team. 





George Stone, the best ouffielder of 
the Browns, though last year somewhat 
under an eclipse owing to an injury 
to his leg, received early in the season, 
reported at the headquarters of Robert 
Lee Hedges; president of the St. Louis 
American League Club, Tuesday morn- 
ing. Stone, after a chat with Hedges, 
reached an agreement with the Browns’ 
boss and signed a contract. The terms 
of the agreement were not divulged. 

Stone left for Danville, Ill., today, to 
join the Browns who are playing there. 

Stone appeared to be in excellent con- 
dition, outwardly. He stated that he 
had taken exercise regularly though he 
had not had much opportunity to get 
active baseball workouts at his home, 
Coleridge, Neb. 

Stone will work regularly in the out- 
field as soon as his condition Warrants 
it. There is still some talk of trading 
Stone for a catcher, but Mr. Hedges 
would not confirm any rumor of the 
kind. 

“Stone is a valuable man and we need 
him on the team ourselves,’’ he said. 

Stone batted .287 last season. He stole 
only eight bases in over eighty games, 
but he was in such wretched physical 
condition that he was not able to do 
anything like his best in many of the 
games in which he took part. 

Early in the season he wrenched his 
ankle and hobbled thereafter for many 
weeks. When he was taken from the 
game he had a batting average of over 
.340 and was expecting a brilliant sea- 
son.
